FIGHTING ALONG THE 
AISNE APPRUAIMATES 
SIEGE UPERATIONS 


Report From Field Headquarters Declares 
Enemy’s Charges Have Been Relief After 
“Inaction Under Shell Fire,” and British 
Have Repulsed Them—German Shooting 
Excellent. 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

LONDON, Sept. 25.—The Official Press Bureau last night issued a re- 
port from Field Marshal Sir John French’s headquarters, supplementing the 
dispatch of Sept. 22, on the British operations in France. The text follows: 

‘¢‘The enemy is still maintaining himself along the whole front and in 
order to do so is throwing into the fight detachments composed of units 
from very different formations, the active army, reserve and landwehr, as 
is shown by the uniforms of the prisoners recently captured. 

‘*Our progress, although slow on account of the strength ~ 
fensive positions against which we are pressing, has in certain directions 
been continuous, but the present battle may well last for some days more 
before a decision is reached, since it now approximates somewhat to siege

warfare. 
‘‘The Germans are making use of searchlights. This fact, coupled with 


their great strength in heavy artillery, leads to the supposition that they 
are employing materia] which may have been collected for the siege of Paris. 

‘‘The nature of the general situation after the operations of tho 
eighteenth, nineteenth and twentieth cannot better be summarized than as 
expressed recently by a neighboring French commander to his corps: ‘Hav- 
ing repulsed repeated and violent counter attacks made by the enemy, we 
have a feeling that we have been victorious.’ 


Air Craft Gun Brings Down German Aeroplane. 


™ ‘So far as the British are concerned the course of events during the 
three days can be described in a few words. During Friday, the 18th, ar- 
tillery fire was kept up intermittently by both sides during daylight. At 
night the Germans counter-attacked certain portions of our line, supporting 
the advance of their infantry, as always, by a heavy bombardment. But the 
strokes were not delivered with great vigor and ceased about 2 a.m. In the 
day’s fighting an air-craft gun of the third army corps succeeded in bringing 
down a German aeroplane. 

‘News was received also that a body of French cavalry had demolished 
part of the railway to the north, cutting, at least temporarily, one line of com- 


-munication which is of particular importance to the enemy. 


‘¢On Saturday, the 19th, the bombardment was resumed by the Germans 
at an early hour and continued intermittently under reply from our own 
guns. Some of their infantry advanced from cover, apparently with the in- 
tention of attacking, but, on coming under fire, they retired. Otherwise, the 
day was uneventful, except for the activity of the artillery, which is a mat- 
sar of normal routine rather than an event. 


‘Another hostile aeroplane wag brought down by us, and one of our 


- gviators succeeed in dropping several bombs over the German line, one in- 


eeudiary bomb falling with considerable effect on a transport park near 
La Fere. A buried store of the enemy’s munitions of war also was found, 
not far from the Aisne, 10 wagon loads of live shells and two wagons of 
cable being dug up. Traces were discovered of large quantities of stores 
having been burned—all tending to show that as far back as the Aisne the 
German retirement was hurried. 

‘‘There was a strong wind during the day, accompanied by a driving 


rain. This militated against the aerial reconnaissance.

Feeble Sunshine Fails to Warm Soaked Troops. 

‘‘On Sunday, the 20th, nothing of importance occurred until the after- 
noon. when there was a break in the clouds and an interval of feeble sun- 
shine, which was hardly powerful enough to warm the soaked troops. The 
Germans took advantage of this brief spell of fine weather to make sev- 
eral attacks against different points. These were all repulsed with loss to 
the « semy, but the casualties incurred by us were by no means light. 

‘*In one section of our firing line the occupants of the trenches were 
under the impression that they heard a military band in the enemy’s lines 
just before the attack developed. It is now known that the German infantry 
started their advance with band playing. 

‘<The offensive against one or two points was renewed at dusk witn 
mo greuler success. The brunt of the resistance naturally has failen upon 
In spite of the fact that they have been drenched to tho 
skin for some days and their trenches have been deep in mud and water, and 
‘s. spite of the incessant night alarms and the almost continuous bombard- 
mant to which they have been subjected, they have on every occasion been 
realy for the enemy’s infantry when the latter attempted to assault, and 
they have beaten them back with great loss. Indeed, the sight of ths

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—A tale of war- 
fare from the British camp in France, 
vivid with description of the way the 


English forces faced death on the bat-

LONDON IN FEAR 


UF ZEPPELIN RAID 
AMID FALL FOGS 


Aeroplanes Patrol Over the City 
and Lights Are Reduced 
in Streets.

LONDON, Sept. %—With the first 
rainy days of autumn and threatened 
fog, England is becoming more and 
more apprehensive about German aero- 
planes and Zeppelins. While many En- 


glish military . authorities believe it 
would be impracticable for German air- 
craft to attempt to drop bombs in Lon- 
don, preparations have been made in 
the English capital against such at- 
tacks. 

[It is generally conceded that Zeppelins 
could hardly make a trip Over a city 
as well defended as London in the day 
because of the guns mounted on high 
buildings. Still, the firing of such guns 
is highly dangerous in a crowded city 
like London, because the shells  dis- 
charged at the aircraft must inevitably 
do great damage when they hit the 
earth. 

At night the flight of a eZppelin over 
london would be comparatively safe. It 
is difficult for guns to locate an airship 
at night, even with strong searchlights. 
For weeks the lamps about Bucking- 
ham Palace have not been lighted, and 
within the last few days only about one- 
third of the London. street lights have 
been turned on. 

Lights are few and far between on 
the docks and bridges across the 
Thames. Stores, theaters, hotels and 
other public places hawe been asked 
thruogh the newspapers to reduce their 
lights to the minimum, that London may 
not offer a bright glow for the guid- 
ance of aerial navigators. 

At St. Paul's Cathedrai and other cen- 
trally located buildings surrounded by ea 
circle of lights, the lighting has been 
so far reduced that these great build- 
ings cannot be distinguished by the il- 
lumination. British airships fly over 
London day and night. 

A warning has been issued by avia- 
tion experts that Germans are most like- 
ly to attempt an assault on London some 
clear night when there is little wind to 
hinder their progress. 

Engtish aerial experts say Germany 
certainly has 14 first-class Zeppeline and 
there ie a likelihood that several more 
may have been added to this number 
for active war service.

PARIS, Sept. 25, 3:08 p. m.—The following official communi- 

cation was given out in Paris this afternoon: 

First—On our left wing there has begun a general action of 
great violence between those detachments of our forces that 
are operating between the River Somme and the River Oise 
and the Army Corps which the enemy has grouped in the 

region around Tergnier and St. Quentin. 

‘‘These army corps have come, some from the center of 
the enemy’s line and others from Lorraine and- the Vosges, 
These last named corps were transported by rail to Cambrai, 
by way of Liege and Valenciennes. 

‘‘To the north of the River Aisne, as far as Berry-au-Bae, 
there has been no change of importance. 

‘*Second—On the center we have made progress to the 
east of Rheims in the direction of Berry and, Moronvilliers.’’ 

‘*Further to the east, as far as the Argonne region, the 
situation shows no change. To the east of the Argonne the 
enemy has not been able to moye out of Varennes. 

‘“‘On the right bank of the River Meuse, the enemy sue- 
ceeded in getting a footing on the heights of the Meuse in the 
region of the promotory of Patton Chatel, and, freed in the di- 
rection of St. Mihiel he bombarded the forts of Paroches and 
of Camp Des Romains. 

‘‘To offset this, to the South of Verdun we remain mas- 
ters of the heights of the Meuse and our troops, moving out 
of Toul, advanced until they reached the region of Beaumont, 

On our right wing Lorraine and the Vosges, we have re- 
pulsed attacks of minor importance on Nomeny. To the east 
of Luneville the enemy has made some demonstrations along 
the lines of the River Vegouse and the River Blette.’’

A Zeppelin Drops Bomb: in 
Ostend, on the English Channel 


OSTEND, via London, Sept. 25.—A Zeppelin airship, coming 
from the direction of Thourout, 12 miles southwest of Bruges, 
Belgium, dropped three bombs yesterday. One of them struck the 
Avenue P. de Smet de Nayer Bridge, on the outskirts of the town; 
another fell in the harbor and another on the premises of a whole- 
sale fish dealer in the fish market, partly wrecking the building. 

The explosive there made a great cavity in the ground and 
badly damaged all surrounding houses, extinguished street lamps, 
destroyed electric wires and created a panic. The Zepelim re- 
turned in the direction of Thielt, 12 miles northeast of Courtrai.

The Admiralty has issued an official list of the survivors of the cruis- 
ers Aboukir, Cressy and Hogue, sunk in the North Sea by a German sub- 
marine. This list, with the 60 officers previously reported safe, brings the 
total of survivors up to 839. This, based on unofficial calculations, would 
leave a death list of about 1400, as each cruiser carried a complement of 
more than 700 men. 

While the sinking of these vessels is the first notable achievement of a 
submarine, or submarines, during any war, the naval expert of the West- 
minster Gazette points out in today’s issue that the disaster teaches no 
‘new lesson of the effectiveness of under-water craft. He argued that the 
Aboukir was proceeding very slowly when attacked and that the other two 
cruisers were stationary. ‘‘Submarine successes under such conditions add 
nothing,’’ the expert writes, ‘‘to our present knowledge of the possibilities 
of torpedo warfare: Nor do they hold out any new threat to our battle- 
ships, not one of which is ever likely to be caught in anything approaching 
parallel conditions.’’ 

A dispatch to a morning paper indicates that German troops from the 
eenter and farther east are reinforcing the hard-beset German right wing.

Not surprises, in the sense 
that the general staffs of the allies 
were uninformed in some measure, at 
least, as to the innovations which their 
great opponent had planned to intro- 
duce, but surprises which would astound 
and terrify the people of France, of 
England and Russia who were naturally 
uninformed on technical military mat- 
ters. 


The first of these surprises was tte 
great siege gun. Of its achievement 
at Liege the world knew Httle, be- 
cause, after the first days of confused 
reports, a veil settled over this city, 
a veil which was not lifted until long 
after the last fort fell and the first 
war correspondents were permitted 
to inspect the ruins of the steel-tur- 
reted concrete forts which had been 
destroyed by the opening salvos of 
the howitzer. 

Tt was, in fact, the fall of Namur 
which first warned the ge«neral pub- 
lic that the reliance in fortresses had 
been vain. From the first operation 
against Liege Aug. 4 until Aug. 20, 
the Belgians, aided at least by the ad- 
vice of their British and French al- 
lies, had been at work preparing Na- 
mur for resistance, The whole battle 
line of the allies about Charleroi, 
Mons and the northern line was predi- 
cated upon a determined resistance by 
Namur. Bot in a few hours Namur 
fell, the forts destroyed, the garrisons 
terror-stricken, and the French at 
Charleroi, the British at Mons, nar- 
rowly escaped disaster. 

Forts Yield Quickly. 


More than any other circumstance, the 


German howitzer contributed to the 
opening defeats of the allies. Following 
the fall of Namur there was what one 
British newspaper described as a whole 
degringolade of fortresses.

Ambassador Jusserand Gives 
Summary of Ten Reports to 
State Department. 


“NURSES * ASSASSINATED” 


Civilians Declared to Be Within 
Rights in Firing on In- 
vading Troops. 


By Associated Press. — 

WASHINGTON, Sept. %.—The 
Ambassador, Jules J. Jusserand, made 
public today the summary of 10 docu- 
ments drawn up by various officials ac- 
cusing the German soldiery of a sye- 
tematic campaign of atrocities. The 
documents, which were placed im the 
hands of acting Secretary Lansing of 
the State Department, also were de- 
livered to all signatories of The Hague 
convention. 

With the documents 9 letter was de- 
livered which explained that the French 
Government did not take the step with 
the view of demanding any action on 
the part of the United States. but 
merely to report to this country as a 
signatory of The Hague treaty evidence 
of how the treaty was being carried 
out. 

Forwarded to All Signatories. 

The statement is as follows: 

“By order of the Government of the 
French republic a series of official re- 
ports as to the way in which the 
present war is being carried on in 
French territory by German troops have 
been communicated to the Powers who 
signed The Hague convention, the Unit- 
ed States being one of them. 

“These documents, 10 in number, show 
that the destruction and assassinations 
which have taken place have been 
systematic and performed in accordance 
with the orders from the officers and 
not as the result of an accidental lack 
of discipline. 

“The facts quoted are given ily 
as a sample and not as compircte 
enumeration: they cover, more%ver. 
only the first three weeks after tlhe 
beginning of hostilities (two weeks 
of actual warfare) and worse deeds 
have been committed since. | 

“Undefended Town Bombarded.” 

“Such as they are, they show, 
among other things, that wounded 
soldiers have been finished in large 
numbers by shots fired right agafnst 
the face of the wounded; that’ Pont- 
a-Mousson, an open and undefende4 
town, was bombarded, the hospital, 
which is an historical building, hav- 
ing especially suffered; a number of 
villages, among them Parux and Af- 
fleville, have been methodically de- 
stroyed, house by house, soldiers he- 
ing, as it seems, provided with imple- 
ments enabling them to perform thet 
kind of work with a minimum of 
trouble. 

“Nurses bearing conspicuously the 
hadge of the Red Cross have been as- 
sassinated; numerous’ inhabitants 
have been put to death without pre- 
text or provocation (among them at 
Badomvillier the wife of the Mayor). 
In some cases, notably at, Billy on 
the 10th of August, the German 
troops, when they marched out of the 
place, to charge the French troops, 
made the women and children walk tn 
front of them. 

“Attention ts called, as regards 
such deeds, to two texts: Article III 
of the convention of The Hague, which 
was proposed by the German déle- 
cates themselves, states that the bel- 
ligerents who might cause such de- 
struction as those mentioned above, 
would be bound to tndemnify the in- 
terested parties and would be fe- 
sponsible for any acts coramitted by 
members of his army.

As soon as an 
airman has flown over us ten minutes later we get their shrapnel fire 
in our position. We have little artillery in our corps; without it we can. 
not get forward. 

‘*Three days ago our division took possession of these heights and dug 
itself in. Two days ago, early in the morning, we were attacked by im- 
mensely superior English forces—one brigade and two battalions—and 
were turned out of our positions. The fellows took five guns from us. 
It was a tremendous hand-to-hand fight. 

‘*How I escaped myself [ am not clear. I then had to bring up 

support on foot. My horse was wounded and the others were too far in 
the rear. Then came up the guard Jager battalion, fourth wager, sixth 
regiment, reserve regiment 18 and landwehr regiments 13 and 16, and 
with the help of the artillery we drove the fellows out of the position 
aghiv. Our machine gung did excellent work; the English fell in heaps. 

“In our battalion three fron crosses have been given—one to C.

The rest of my kit was on the horses, which had been left miles 
behind with the baggage and which cannot come up to the battle because 
as s00n as you put your nose up from behind covers the bullets whistle. 

‘‘War is terrible. We are all hoping that a decisive battle will end 
the war, as our troops already have got around Paris . If we beat the 
English the French resistance will soon be broken. Russia will be very 
quickly dealt with; of this there is no doubt. 

‘*We have received splendid help from the Austrian heavy artillery 
at Maubeuge. They bombarded Fort Cerfontaine in such a.way that 
there was not ten meters of parapet which did not show enormous craters 
made by the shells. The armored turrets were found upside down. 

‘Yesterday evening, about 6, in the valley where our reserves stood, 
there was such a terrible cannonade that we saw nothing of the sky but a 
cloud of smoke. We had few casualties.’’ 


Two Aviators Escape From German Lines. 


‘*Amongst the items of news are the following: Recently a piiot and 
ubserver of the Royal Flying corps were forced by a _ breakage in their 
aeroplane to descend in the enemy’s lines. The pilot managed to pancake his 
machine down to earth and the two escaped into some thick undergrowth in 
the woods. The enemy came up and seized and smashed the machine, but did 
not search for our men with much zeal. The latter hid till dark and then 
found their way to the Aisne, across which they swam, reaching camp in 
safety but barefooted. 

‘‘Numerous floating bridges have by now been thrown across the Aisne 
and some of the permanent bridges have been repaired under fire. On the 
20th, Lieut. (name deleted) of Third Signal Corps, Royal Engineers, was un- 
fortunately drowned while attempting to swim across the river with a 
cable, in. order to open up fresh telegraphic communication on the north 
side. 

‘*Espionage is still carried on by the enemy to a considerable extent. 
Recently the suspicions of some of the French troops were aroused by com- 
ing across a farm from which the horses had been removed. After some 
search they discovered a telephone which was connected by an under cable 
with the German lines, and the owner of the farm _ the penalty in the 
usual way in war for his treachery. 

‘‘After some cases of village fighting which occurred earlier in the 
war it was reported by some of our officers that the Germans had attempted 
to approach to close quarters by forcing prisoners to march in front of 
them.

‘* «During a recent night attack’ (the order reads) ‘the Germans drove 
a column of French prisoners in front of them. This action is to be brought 
to the notice of all our troops, (1) in order to put them on their guard 
against such a dastardly ruse, (2) in order that every soldier may know how 
the Germans treat their prisoners. Our troops must not forget that if they 
allow themselves to be taken prisoners the Germans will not fail to expose 
them to French bullets. 

‘* ‘Signature of commander. ’ 


Tells of Misuse of White Flag and Red Cross Emblem. 


‘*Further evidence has now been collected of the misuse of the white 
flag and other signe of surrender. During an action on the 17th, owing to 
this, one officer was shot. During recent fighting, also, German ambulance 
wagons advanced in order to collect the wounded. An order to cease fire 
was consequently given to our guns, which were firing on this particular 
section of ground. The German battery commanders at once took advantage 
of the lull in the action to climb up their observation ladders and onto a 
haystack to locate our guns, which soon afterward,came under a- far more 
accurate fire than any to which they had been subjected up to that time. 

‘A British officer who was captured by the Germans and has since 
escaped, reports that while a prisoner he saw men who had been fighting, 
subsequently put on red cross brassards. 

‘* That irregular use of the protection afforded by the Geneva convention 
is not uncommon is confirmed by the fact that on one occasion men in the 
uniform of combatant units have been captured wearing a red cross brassard 
hastily slipped over the arm. The excuse given has been that they had been 
detailed after the fight to look after the wounded, 

‘*It is reported by a cavalry officer that the driver of » motor car. with 
a machine gun mounted on it, which was captured, was wearing a red cross. 

‘‘Full details of the actual damuge done to the cathedral at Rheims will 
doubtless have been cabled home, so that no description of it is mecessary. 
The Germans bombarded the cathedral twice with their heavy artillery. 

‘‘One reason it caught alight so quickly was that on one side of it was 
some scaffolding which had been put up for restoring work. Straw: had been 
strewn on the floor for the reception of the German wounded. It was to 
the credit of the French that practically all the German wounded were taken 
from the burning building. .There was no justification on military grounds 
for this act of vandalism, which seems to have been caused by exasperation 
born of failure—a sign of impotence rather than of strength. It is note- 
worthy that a well-known hotel not far from the cathedral, which was kept 
by a German, was not touched.’’

GERMAN MILITARY 
ANTE BEGAN WAR 


Kaiser Loved Peace, He Says, 
but Others Started Trouble 
in His Absence. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Andrew Car- 
negie, advocate of international peace, 
reached New York today aboard the 
steamer Mauretania, with a new ver-

BERLIN PAPER SAYS 


PEACE DEPENDS ON 
EMPIRE'S SECURITY 


“Terms Could. Be Agreed To 
Only After Position Had Been 
Made Unassailable.’’ 


BERLIN, Sept. 25, by wireless to Say- 
ville, L. I.—The German Government 
has ordered that an exhaustive judicial 
inquiry be made at once by an inde- 
pendent lawyer into the destruction of 
the Belgian town of Louvain. An in- 
quiry already made is declared to have 
proved that on a signal given near the 
Louvain station by red and green rock- 
ets, the civilian population began firing 
at the German troops. 

The Berlin Tageblatt says that in view 
of the enormous sacrifices made by Ger- 
many, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
Imperial Chancellor, and Gen. von 
Moltke, the chief of staff, could agree 
to peace only after Germany’s future 
position had been made quite unassail- 
able. This viewpoint, the paper con- 
tends, is in conformity with public opin- 
ion throughout Germany. 

The German press formally protests 
against the bombardment of the open 
town of Dar-es-Salam, “Germayn East 
Africa, by a British cruiser.

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Crowd at Proceedings in 
- Court at Clayton Jeer at 
Realty Man Accused of 
Embezzling Clients’ Money 
When He Attempts to Hide 
Face From Photographer. 


Beverly C. Stevens of 6280 Washing- 
ton avenue, Clayton realty operator, 
arrested last Friday on a charge of 
embezzling $1500 from a client, and re- 
leased on $5000 bond, today waived pre- 
liminary examination bé@fore Justice 
Werremeyer, at Clayton, and was bound 
over to the grand jury under a $10,000 
bond. 

Stevens arrived in Clayton at 9 a. m., 
in “an automobile accompanied by his 
attorneys, Benjamin A. Wood and Ed- 
ward Beebe. Another attorney, Charles 
M. Hay, arrived later. Stevens alighted 
@t the east side of the Clayton court- 
house, and walked down into Werre- 
meyer’s office in the basement. Imme- 
diately a crowd of from 7% to 10 people 
gathered in the corridors, and stood out- 
side the windows, peering in at Stevens 
Owing to the gathering, a Deputy Con- 
stable stood watch at the door, while 
several other officers were in a room 
within easy calling distance. 

Stevens sat down across the room from 
Mrs. Bertha Hanpeter, 70 years old, of 
Kirkwood, who swore out the warrant 
against him. Stevens looked haggard, 
and had little to say, except a few words 
of greeting to the men whom he knew. 

Watves Examination. 

Hay then announced that his client 
waived preliminary examination and 
Was ready to make a new bond of $5000. 
Prosecuting Attorney Lashly stated 4 
$10,000 bond would be required, as six 
Other affidavits would be filed against 
the defendant. 

This bond was immediately made, and 
signed by Mrs. Jennie E. Higgins of 
#422 Morgan street, a widowed aister of 
Stevens, and William J. Preiss of Clay- 
ton, a farmer and 80-year friend of the 
Gefendant. Stevens will be given his 
first hearing before the grand jury Oct. 
12, called by Lashly, and which will be 
presided over by Circuit Judge Wurde- 
man. 

When Mrs. Higgins had signed her 
brother’s bond she left the room and 
walked around to the 8t. Louis County | : 
Bank, which is on the west side of the 
courthouse square. Donald Stevens, a 
nephew of Beverly C. Stevens, accom- 
panied her. 

After an hour in the courtroom Stev- 
ens left by the same way he entered, 
leaning slightly on the arm of Beebe. 
As he strode down the walk the crowd 
followed, and he continually shifted his 
eyes from side to side, as though appre- 
hensive of danger. 

His picture was snapped by pho- 
tographers just as he emerged from 
the courthouse. When he got near the 
machine and photographers attempted 
to get a better view, he quickened his 
pace, and stepping into the machine, 
pulled his hat down over his face. 

The crowd, which had gathered on the 

~ gidewalk, found enjoyment in this situa- 
tion. 

“Take half a dozen of him,” they 
shouted to the photographers. 

“Show you face, show your face, Stev- 
ens,’’ others called. 

When requested by reporters to pose 
for a picture, so that the public would 
mot view him in a ridiculous light with 
hig hat pulled down, Stevens replied:

Zuabaran’s Statement. 

Zubaran’s statement, issued last night, 
follows: 

“IT am hopeful that the present con- 
flict between the first chief, Venustiany 
Carranza, and Gen. Villa will be peace- 
fully and satisfactorily composed for 
the reason that there igs no real cause 
for its existence. I trust that when 
Gen. Villa reconsiders his+ rash action 
he will disavow it for the genuine wel- 
fare of his country and in furtherance 
of its complete pacification. 

“It is apparent from the text of the 
following telexrams exchanged between 
Carranza and Villa that the latter had 
no real grounds for his position and that 
a peaceful arrangement between them 
will be found. 


‘‘Mexico City, Sept. 22, 1914. 
“Rafael Zubaran, Washington, D. C. 


« “I transmit you herewith information 


obtained by me in a telegraph confer- 
ence with El Paso: When Obregon ar- 
rived in Chihuahua, Villa was angry 
vecause Gil’s troops had not left So- 
nora, and he asked Obregon to issue 
orders for the immediate withdrawal of 
these troops. Obregon replied that he 
would not do this unless Villa ordered 
Maytorena’s troops be placed under 
the command of Gen. Juan Cabral. This 
Villa refused to do. 
Vila Becomes Infuriated. 

‘‘When Obregon remeaidead firm @-his 
stand, Villa became infuriated and or 
dered a guard to take Obregon out and 
shoot him. Obregon fearlessly § told 
Villa that if it was necessary for him 
to give up his life to obtaine the pacifi- 
cation of his country he would gladly 
Go 80. Obregon’s secretary cried out tc 
Villa: ‘How can you shoot a disarmed 
guest?’ Raoul Madero added his en 
treaties and the execution did not tak« 
place. 

“Obregon is to be kept in Chihuahia 
until Gil leaves Sonora with his troops 
If Gil checks Maytorena, Obregon will 
be shot. Julio Madero carries the order 
for the withdrawal of Gil’s forces. Com- 
pliance with it is the only way that the 
life of Obregon can be saved. 

“VY. CARRANZA.” 
Rallroads Ordered Closed. 

“Following the receipt of this intelli- 
gence Carranza ordered the closing of 
the railroads north of Aguascalientes. 
When Villa was informed of this move 
he sent the following telegram to Car- 
ranza: 

‘“‘T have just been informed that fol- 
lowing an order from headquarters the 
railroad traffic north of Aguascalientes 
has been discontinued.

Villa Breaks With Chief. 

“Villa sent the following telegram to 
this request: 

“Chihuahua, Sept. 22, 1914..-In answer 
to your message I hereby inform you 
that Gen. Obregon and other Generals 
of this division left last night for the 
capital with the purpose of taking up 
important matters in connection with 
the general situation of the republic, 
But in view of the course you have 
taken which shows an avowed desire

Jones had 
written a letter to Delph &.Co., the 
Philadelphia correspondents of the 
Commonwealth Feed Millis Co., of 
which Jones was president and of 
which Kretschmar, until shortly be- 
fore, had been secretary. Kretsch- 
mar thought the letter reflected on 
his integrity and business ability. 

Kretschmar Killed Jones at the com- 
pany’s office at Second street and De 
Soto avenue, while they were alone. At 
the trial Kretsehmar testified he had 
no thought of killing Jones when he 
called at the mills. Jones, he insisted, 
attacked him when he asked for a re- 
traction of statements made by Jones 
in letters, and he fired in self-defense. 
But no such evidence was ever produced 
and Kretschmar was prosecuted for a 
cold-blooded killing. P

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THE ALIBI OF THE COLON BACILLI. 

“Boil it,” said Health Commissioner Starkloff. 

“Don’t boil it,” said Water Commissioner Wall. 
While they disputed, thousands of water consum- 
ers, unwilling to take chances, began boiling it, 
at considerable inconvenience and expense. They 
have been boiling it ever since. 
President Kinsey of the Public Service Board 
took an appeal from the bacteriologists of both 
officials. He employed an expert from Washing- 
ton University to make tests, who completed the 
work Thursday. He reported that the water has 
no colon bacilli. Hence it is unnecessary to boil 
it. But the same day Dr. Starkloff reported the 
results of fresh tests by his own expert. They 
showed colon bacilli. “Boil {t,” he said again. 

Serious as the thing is, it is getting just a little 
ridiculous. Is there no Supreme Court of Bac- 
teriology to which an appeal can be taken? Why 
do some experts support the alibi of the colon 
bacilli while other experts oppose it? 

Maybe Mayor Kiel can do something that will 
have authoritative weight with his quarreling sub- 
ordinates. We would all like to quit boiling it, 
if we felt it safe to quit. ‘ 
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Petrograd, which ignores Austrian losses in 
units of less than 5000 in Galicia, has nothing on 
Berlin, which reports 242,000 casualties in East 
Prussia, no less than 150,000 of them being killed. 
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WILL REED STAND FOR IT? 

Beveral Senate amendments were elimin- 
ated.’ One of these would have given the 
courts authority to appoint receivers for con- 
victed corporations, to sell] the properties to 
persons who would restore competition.—As- 
sociated Press report. 

The foregoing allusion is to the Clayton anti- 


trust bill as the Joint Conference Committee re- 
ported it back to the two branches of Congress. 
The conference, it appears, has stricken out the 
best feature of the pill, the only one which gave 
the Government any added grip on anti-trust law 
violators, the only one which the Oi] Trust, or 
the Beef Trust or any other big trust, would have 
really feared-—the one that Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri fought into the bill before it left the Sen- 
ate for the joint conference room. 

With that clause out, the bill doesn’t add at all 
to Uncle Sam's power to punish convicted monop- 
olists. The bill as it now stands gives the Gov- 
ernment a better chance to punish grafting offi- 
cials of railroads, but {t doesn’t improve the peo- 
ple’s chance to check monopoly. It leaves the 
punishment of a convicted monopolist, as in the 
Sherman act of 1890, “a fine not exceeding $5000, 
or imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by 
both.” 

How much punishment is there in a $5000 fine 
for an Oil Trust or a Beef Trust magnate, when 
he knows no Federal Judge will inflict upon him 
the alternative prison sentence which the people

An _ investigatiqn into the affairs of the 
wrecked Bankers’ Trust Co. is asked by J. B. 
Franklin, former president of the concern, who 
promises his help in bringing out the facts in the 
tangle. The request should be granted. Muddled 
finance even more than frenzied finance seems 
responsible for the crash. If the methods pur- 
sued are in conformity to law it {s important to 
know it. 

It might move investors to take their own 
measures of protection against similar $4,000,000 
losses. And it might move the public to insist 
on changes in such an inadequate system of 
banking law.

*Selph, Postmaster, who was campaign 
manager in St. Louis for Senator James 

Reed when he was a candidate for 
the Senate, recently met Edward A. 
naithel, president of the board, and 
Richard Murphy, a member, and urged 
the appointment of Rockwell M. Mil- 
ligan, an applicant for the position. 
Raithel and Murphy are Democrats 

Selph is said to have told them that 
Milligan was a good man an dthat he 
vas a personal friend of Joseph D. 
Yarrell, Assistant Postmaster, whom 
Selph appointed to the position. 

Raithel and Murphy are reported to 
have told Selph that Milligan’s appli- 
cation would be given consideration with 
the other applications on file. 

Selph Admits Interviews. 

Selph, Raithel and. Murphy 
seen in regard to the matter by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. Selph_ said 
he knew Milligan and that he “might 
have talked to some member of the 
Board who came to see him.’’ He said 
he was not attempting to influence 
the board, and that he would not at- 
tempt to induce the board to appoint 
any person, 

Raithel said he did not believe he 
should discuss the matter and Murphy 
said any statement regarding such a 
matter should be made by the presi- 
dent of the board. 

Although neither Raithel nor Mur- 
phy has publicly stated his prefer- 
ence for the position, it is reported 
that James E. Smith, a Democrat, and 
former Building Commissioner of St. 
Louis, expects their support. Smith is 
backed by many Democrats of influ- 
ence in the party. 

Another active candidate for the 
position is Joseph A: Whitlew, whv 
has handled the affairs of the office 


since Toensfeldt resigned. 

miiligan lLormerily wus a draughts- 
man in the office of William B. Itt- 
ner, architect of schoo) buildings. 
Since leaving that office be has been 
@ member of the firm of Milligan & 
Wray, architects. 


Resignation Caused Comment. 

Toensfeldt’s resignation last May 
caused much comment. It followed 
a disagreement with members of the 
board in regard to plans and specifi- 
cations for plumbing work in school 
buildings. Toensfeldt said at the 
time that some members of the 
board opposed his plumbing specifi- 
cations because they were objection- 
able to the plumbers. Toensfeldt 
said his plans required less work and 
cost less than the plans demanded 
by the plumbers, and that plans 
which members sought to compel him 
to use were unsanitary and  out-of- 
date.

Fire of unexplained origin last mid- 
night damaged the building at 4312-14 
Olive street, which was being fitted up 
as a piano store by the Artonian Piano 
Co. Twenty-eight sian-s in the show- 
rooms were also damaged.

HIS TALK INTOXICATING 


When Possible, He Is Perfectly 
Informal, and Does as 
He Likes. 


A review in the London Athenaeum 
of ‘““Memoirs of the Kaiser’s Court,” a 
book of reminfscences by Miss A. Top- 
ham, from 1902 to 1909 teacher of En- 
glish to the Kaiser’s daughter, the 
present Duchess of Brunswick, shows 
some pleasant, peaceful, friendly  ptc- 
tures that contrast sharply with the 
present. The Kalser, unforeseeing 
irony, “pulled down the pretty gable 
cottages’’ on his country place at Cam- 
den and “erected in their place cot- 
tages of which the plans had been sent 
from England.” The Princess Victoria 
loved to help the village blacksmith 
blow his bellows, and found his shop, 
that fire palace of every child, “much 
better than learning the dates of the 
Silesian wars.” A sound view, which 
many older critics hold, of the com- 
parative merits of chronology and the 
forge. 

At Rominten, an East Prussian 
shooting box of the Kaiser's, no pomp 
or ceremony was used, there was no 
constant doffing and donning of clothes, 
and the Kaiser must have enjoyed him- 
self. The English teacher showed him 
at a private supper oh the train thith- 
er: , 

“He told one small anecdote after 
another, some of them almost childish, 
put irresistibly comic when accompanied 
by his infectious laugh.” 

A boy again, gay, hearty, willing to 
entertain and capable of entertaining. 
Courts and camps, statesmen, diplo- 
mats and bores, are far away from him. 

Ne Stereotyped Conduct. 

The curious thing about Wilhelm I. 
however, is that, if his daughter’s En- 
glish teacher is not mistaken, he is es- 
sentially the same in all compantes, 
he “has no special resérves of charac- 
ter for domestic consumption only.’ 
Moreover, it is._one of his “great 
charms” that he “has no stereotyped 
lines of conduct; if he does not feel 
like making himself agreeable he does 
not do it. He is no slave’ of prec 
dent.”’ In short, a perfectly informal 
Kaiser as far removed as possible from 
the “Byzantine” type. An imperial o> 
royal person who actually does as he 
likes is rather rare. They seem to have 
to walk to measure, poor devils! They 
are swathed in etiquette, swaddled in 
conventions, irretrievably red taped. 

Miss Topham says the Kalser’s con- 
versation at its best “has a certain 
quality of intoxication, is provocative 
of thought and wit,” she describes its 
effect on certain professors, who “re- 
tire from taJk with his majesty with 
the somewhat dazedly ecstatic look of 
people who have indulged in cham- 


pagne.”’ 
Professors Easy Prey. 
To certain professors, including cer- 


tain American professors, the Kaiser 
seems to have given medicines to make 
thern love him. Possibly it is not his 
conversation, however engaging, that 
has bewitched them. Professors have 
been known dearly to love a lord; if 
George III had greeted them with his 
formula of “What, what, what!’ doubt- 
less they would have left H. B. M. 
with a lifelong impression of the strik- 
ing intellectual force of his remarks. 
At any rate, the Kaiser is brilliant 
whether professors are or not. Hls 
love for his little daughter is good to 
read about: 

“He wrote long letters to her when 
away. sent her picture postcards and 
small trifling presents from places 
where he was staying. Her first letter 
to him in English was something of an 
event, written with the greatest care 
and after much anxious consultation 
with me as to the intricacies of ‘that 
awful English spelling.’ It received an 
immediate and cesta reply, also in 
English.”’ 

As anything about one of the most 
conspicuous rulers in history is of in- 
terest hear the English teacher: 

“tie himself believes that he is very 
astute and can see further than most 
men. He is, so to speak, a little blinded 
by his own brilifancy, by the versatility 
of his own powers, which are apt te 
lead him astray. He has never acquired 
the broad, tolerant outlook of & man 
who tries to view things from another's 
point of view—his own * * * He 
has a marvellous memory for facta, 
deduces hasty inferences, is too prompt 
in decisions, relies perhaps too entirely 
on his own judgment and his own per- 
sonal desires and expertences; he does 
rot © * © gtve himself time* * * 
to think out, to weigh consequences, and 
has * * * few really great minds 
sround him. Conscientious, hard work- 
ing men in plenty, but the man of im- 
agination, of original conception, of 
new ideas * * * does not seem to’ be ad- 
mitted to his councils.” 

The judgmenc of a well informed and 
friendly, if an unimportant, witness.

Prof, Stimpson was Aesistant Attor- 
ney-General of Massachusetts in 1884, 
general counsel of the United States In- 
dustrial Commission, 1898-1902; ran for 
Congress on the Democratic ticket in 
1902, and since 1908 has been professor 
of comparative legislation at Harvard. 
Besides writing extensively on law sub- 
jects, he is the author of several novels 
under the pen name of “J. 8S. of Dale.” 

Fletcher was a private in the rough 
riders and later a battalion adjutant in 
the Philippines, entering the diplomatic 
service tn 1902.

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Poest-Dispatcn, 
NEW YORK, Sept. %.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“The stout resistance offered by the 

rman troops, with the reported sink- 
ing of other merchant vessels, and the 
tendency of war risk quotations to ad- 
vance, were among the developments of 
the day affecting sentiment in the great 
markets, 

“Here the situation was made the 
more interesting by the sharp rise in the 
price of ndon. remittances, which 
were in strong demand. This movement 
was significant, since it came at the 
moment when the bankers were perfect- 
ing plans to secure the initial deposits 
of gold or its equivalent under terms of 
the recently formed $100,000 gold pool. 
An interesting announcement was the 
news that a committee had been ap- 


pointed to supervise trading in stocks 
not listed on the exchange. 

“The new New York City notes were 
in demand at an advance of ; per cent 
over yesterday's price of 102 for the 
three-year issue and there was guf- 
ficient inquiry from banks and individ- 
ual investors for various short term se- 


curities to show tha high-grade issues 
of a distinctly investment character 
were being applied for in increasing 
amounts. 

Bond Demand Is Better. 

“The bond houses had a good many 
inquiries and it was evident that the 
absorption of unlisted bonds and 
notes was going on gradually. This 
demand was also felt in the market 
for high-grade municipal bonds and 
although the buying of long-term is- 
sues was extremely limited yet the 
market showed some improvement. 

“Municipalitnes having short-term 
issues fallin due in the near future 
weer arranging with bankers to re- 
ne wthe loans or to extend them 
through the sale of other issues at a 
6 per cent rate. Several such pro- 
pesals were. made, but in most cases 
they were held up pending further 
negotiations. It was announced, 
however, that the State of Tennessee 
had arranged to extend some of its 
maturing loans which had been the 
subject of negotiations for a few 
days past. 

“The advance in sterling exchange 
rates was the most important develop- 
ment of the day. The rise carried sight 
drafts on London % cent higher at the 
opening to 4.96%. They touched 4.97%. 
Cable remittances also were higher, ris- 
ing to 4.98% after opening % cent up for 


the day. There was a large business 
done and the demand for exchange was 
the broadest that has been seen at any 
time since the New York City loan 
operation was put through. Some of the 
buying had to do with arrangements by 
various banks to prepare for large pay- 
ments abroad within the next week or 
two. 
Gold Pool a Success. 

“Subscribers to the $100,000,000 gold pool 
were arranging to pay over their sub- 
scriptions and there was every sign that 
the operation would be very successful. 


the assistance afforded by the pool 
Should be available at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, since the high rates pre- 
vailing for exchange impose great hard- 
ship upon business interests having tv 
make remittances abroad. The indica- 
tions were that the pool will be fully 
organized within a few days, when the 
New York Committee will receive the 
initial deposits from the banks of this 
city.
